<]is|K)HHl of the thoruughbretl stud owned by Clar- 
ence II. Mackny, comprising the stallion Spanish 
Prince II., and winner in England of famous races, 
including the Victoria Cup, King George Stakes, 
Epsom Plate, Koiis Memorial and King’s Stand 
■Plate; famous brood mures wliose progeny have 
gained distinction in many countries; yearlings of 
high promise, and weanlings whose ancestry include 
tne noted French Kabelais; the famous English 
PrliM-e Palatine, and Fit* Herbert, a brilliant i>er- 
former on American courses, attracted Tliursday 
niglit many uotabh^s in racing and breeding to the 
Saral<>ga sales paddock, where the consignment of 
choicely regarded tlioroughbreds went under the 
hummer. 

There were only thirty- two offerings in the 
Mackay consignment, as it was decided to sell the 
foals at the sides of tlie several dams together. Tiie 
entire band went for a total of $160,000, or an 
average of $3,012.00. 

Kpirite<l bidding was induced whenever a promis- 
ing prosiiect was offered, and the record price was 
obtained for a brood mare with foal at side, .when 
the famous Melody, winner of stakes in England. 
France and Germany, and her chestnut colt foal 
sired by Prince Palatine, was secured by Commander 
3. K. L. Boss on r.' bid of $36,000, made by Henry 
McDaniel, who was acting for Mr. Ross. There 
was keen desire to be the possessor of the 
pair and John Banford, Emil Herz, W. B. Miller. 
P. T. Chinn and Dr. K. W. McCully, acting presum - 
ahl.v for Harry Payne Whitney, engaged in the bid- 
ding tilt until the $30,000 mark was reached when 
it he«'ame a contest Ixdween Dr. McCully and Henry 
•McDaniel. They raised each other’s bid $1,000 

each time, but Henry McDaniel’s $36,000 could find 
no advance and the mare and colt will in future 
form part of J. K. L. Ross’ establishment. Melo<ly 
Is ten years old and a daughter of Meddler — Bal- 
laiitrae, by Ayrshire.

lai Cinque, the seven -year-old daiigliter of Meddler 
— Audience, a half-sister to Whisk Broom II. and 
Matinee, was another one to inspire bidding and 
Jolin Sanford ultimately became her owner on his 
bid of $13,000. La Claque’s yearling daughter, sired 
li.v Kabelais. went to W. B. Miller on a bid of 
$5,600 and is ultimately destined to be a producer 
at Beaumont Ktiid. 

Balancoire II., sister to Melody and a stake win- 
ner in France, with a bay filly sired by Rabelais, 
was an offering that attracted much attention, but. 
unlike her illustrious sister and progeny, she only 
brought $11,000 and was knocked down to Dr. R. 
W'. Mct'iilly. 

The eighteen-.vear-old Audience, daughter of Sir 
Dixon — Kallie McClelland, which was a fine raw 
mare and carrierl the cherry and blue silks of Capt. 
S. 8. Brown in her many victories, which 
included the Kentucky and Tennessee Oaks and the 
Produce Slakes, evoked attention from many 
of the breeilers, with J. K. L. Ross, her purchaser 
on his final offer of $7,000. 

Anotlier good brood mare to go to Mr. Ross’ es- 
tablishment was Wheat-ear, daugliter of St. Fnis- 
• inlii--Corucake. She had a chestnut colt fool at her 
side by Siuinish Prince II. and the pair sold for 
$ 6 , 000 . 

Coiirtisane, tlie twelve-year-old daughter of Med- 
dler — Correction, went to G. D. Widener for $7,700. 
and W. Garth seenred Miss Malaprop, a sister to 
Coiirtisane and two years younger, for $7,600. 

The yearling chestnut colt by Sardanapale — Meloily 
was anotlier tliat went to J. K. L. Ross on a bid 
of $7,IMMl. This .voiingster is a smashing looker and 
has fine size and conformation. 

Spanish Prim-e II. bruiiglit what was regarded 
a low price and will in future make his home at 
Hamburg Place fur John E. Madden, who gut him 
.on his bid of $3..'i4IO. 

Mr. Clarence Mackny, who was present during 
the sale, expr**ssed satisfaction over the results ob- 
lainetl. His retirement from tlie turf and tliorough- 
Iiped breisllng industries will leave a void in the 
s|iort. 

In addition to tlie Mackay consignment, the mares 
Burnt Hills, High Vale and Mary Maud were sold, 
tlie trio going for a total of $6,000.

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MARYLAND FUTURITY OF $100,000 

RICHEST RACE IN THE WORLD MAYBE ESTABLISHED 
BY MARYLAND RACING ASSOCIATIONS 



(BY T. K. LYNCH.) 

SARATOGA SPRINGS. N. Y., August 15.— If the 
plans suggested by Roliert J. Walden are carried 
out the ricliest event ever run on the American 
turf wilt be an annual fixture at one of the Mary- 
land tracks. Mr. Walden proposes that the asso- 
ciations under whose management the meetings at 
Havre de Grace, lAurel and Pimlico are conducted 
subscribe $20,000 eacii, to be addeil to a stake to 
be known as the Maryland Futurity. The race will 
call fur two-year-olds and the three clubs are to 
draw lots to decide over wliich course the inaugural 
running of the event will be held. The conditions 
of the stake will undoubtedly be patterned after 
tlie Futurity run at Belmont Park and the total 
value should be close to $100,000. Mr. Walden, 
who, besides being a trainer, maintains rather a 
pretentious breeding establishment at Middleburg, 
.Maryland, is anxious to see his suggestion adopted 
by the Maryland clubs, and is of the opinion that 
it will go a long way to help popularise the sport 
in tliat state witli the general public. 

William P. Riggs, who came up from Maryland 
a few days hack, when asked his views on the 
proposition, said Pimlico is always ready to step 
.a and do its part in anything that has a tendency 
to make the si>ort popular and encourage the horse- 
men to race their best in Maryland. “The Maryland 
Jockey Club stands ready to subscribe its sj|ar« 
to’ the purse,” said Mr. Riggs, “and I am certaliT 
that Laurel will also agree to keep up its end. 
The people who are now in control of the Laurel 
track are in racing mainly to elevate the sport, 
and when the matter is put up to tliem I have no 
doubt but what they will agree to fulfill their 
share of the agreement.” 

It looks as if it is up to the Havre de Grace 
people whether the stake will be given or not, 
and with a man like Edward Sims at the bead of 
affairs it is a safe thing to say that he will agree 
to subscribe his part to a race of this sort. Besides 
being a big thing for racing, it wil^ encourage 

liorsemen in paying a liberal price for yearlings and 
slioiild keep up tlie high standard set in the sales 
ring this summer. What breeders were inter- 
viewed were quite enthusiastic over the matter, and 
to say that the horsemen received the news with 
pleasure would be but expressing it mildly. It 

shows progressiveness and liberality on the part 
of the Maryland clubs, and the fact that the race 
will be run alternately every year at one of the 
three tracks gives it sort of a sporting proposi- 
tion. It is more than likely that tlie running 

of the event will be at the fall meetings, which 
will give the two-year-olds every opportunity for a 
long and careful preparation. 

Here is good news for the horsemen. Every stall 
at the Laurel track has been thoroughly overhauled 
and disinfected. One hundred and ten of the 
poorer ones have been demolished and about 200 
new stalls erected to take their place. There are 



now accommodations for 1,100 horses on the ground. 

The big feature of the meeting will be a race 
for three-year-olds at a mile and a quarter, to 
which $10,000 will, be added. Excellent train serv- 
ice has been assured, and every indication points 
to the greatest meeting ever held at that course. 

Wm. McDaniel has arranged to ship the A. H. 
Diax stable from here to Havre de Grace at the 
conclusion of this meeting. These horses are now 
in splendid form and are giving an excellent account 
of themselves. 

Edward R. Tliomas, whose colors will be carried 
by Doleful probably at this meeting, and who con- 
templates gathering together a useful stable of 
thoroughbreds, is thinking of sending his horses to 
Cuba at the conclusion of the fall meetings. Mr. 
Thomas has cruised in the southern waters for the 
last few years and has been an annual visitor at 
Oriental Park. Several other well-known eastern 
owners are* talking of sending a division of their 
stables to Cuba next winter. 

During the Timonium Fair the editors of county 
papers in Maryland will gather for their annual 
session. The meeting will be held in the new 
$50,006 exhibition building on the grounds, which 
has just been completed, and matters pertaining 
to agriculture and breeding of stock will be dis- 
cussed. Five of the thoroughbred stallions in the 
.goKOEaiBent service will be exhibited during the 
convention of the newspaper men and an attractive 
program of races wiU be arranged for the occasion. 

James Milton was an arrival from New York. He 
came here at the request of the Saratoga Associa- 
tion to help out until starter Mars Cassidy recovered 
from his illness. 

Frank McGlntv has arranged to leave here on 
Monday for Laurel with his new purchase, Plan- 
tarede, which he secured a few days ago from 
T. Maher. He will take at the same time the year- 
lings purchased at the recent sales by Commander 
J. K. L. Ross and will turn them over to Frank 
Stevens when tlie latter arrives from Canada with 
the yearlings bred at Commander Ross’ farm buck 
of Montreal. 

James Bean, who maintains a small breeding es- 
tablishment in Maryland, was an arrival and will 
remain for a week or ten days. 

Harry Rites shipped the yearlings he purchased to 
Baltimore. James Healey has arranged to ship 
the yearlings owned by J. Murphy from Pennsylvania 
to the Gentlemen’s Driving Park, Baltimore, where 
they will be broken by Wm. Livingston, trainer 
of the Edward McBride string. 

Stuart Polk will leave with his horses for Ti- 
monium. Wm. Walker and W. Oliver will also ship 
to the same place. Theo. Coles, who has been out 
of racing for some time, will come back into the 
sport again next fall. He shipped from Richmond 
to Timonium a mixed stable, steeplechasers and 
flat racers, the property of W. J. Finnegan. 



DOWNCAST OVER MAN 0* WAR’S defeat! LIVE TURF GOSSIP FROM SARATOGA 



Jockey Loftus Tells How the Great Colt Was Beaten 
in Sanford Memorial Stakes. 

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., August 15.— The 
defeat of Man o’ War in the Sanford Memorial 
liit Jockey Loftus hard. It stung him to the core 
and made him the most downhearted person at the 
wurse. For lialf an hour after the race he sat 
by liimself in tlie Jockey room moaning over the 
colt’s defeat, and it was with difficulty that any 
one, even Mr. Riddle, could get him to comment on 
tlie race. 

“I’m too mad to talk about it,” he said. When 
pressed lor a statement he said: “Man o’ War was 

lieaten at the start, but he would have overcome 
tliat defeat if I had liad lietter luck. I run him into 
a iMicket and because of his heavy burden of 130 
IHiunds I was afraid to take him back and arouinl 
the outside. 

“I anticipated an oiiening next to the rail on the 
turn out of the backstretch and again at the head 
of the homestretch, but every time I was fooled. 
The leaders' didn’t run wide and my procrastination 
in tlie Btreb-li caused me to fail to overi-ome the 
handicap. Mr. Pettingill handled the colt at the 
barrier. 

“If I had taken him to the outside an instant 
sooner he would have won, for he is the gamest and 
most courageous horse I ever rode. He would have 
caught Upset in a few more strides and would have 
gone on a half mile farther if 1 would have urged 
him to.” 

Mr. Riddle and Ixiuis Feustel, the trainer, were 
disappointed over his defeat, but they were not 
angry. They are good sportsmen and attributed the 
defeat to the fortune of the sport. They did not 
criticize the starter or Jockey. They praised Loftus 
and did their mightiest to cheer him up. Mr. Riddle 
seemed as proud as ever of his colt and enthused 
over his great race. He told all of his friends Man 
o’ War would have establialied a new record if be 
bad received a food start.

The price paid was a goodly 
sum, but was not made public. Valor has run 
several good races this year and was a well 
backed horse to beat Cudgel, the Ross crack handi- 
cap horse, in today’s race.

SARATOGA SPRINGS. N. Y., August 15.— Tlie 
great Cudgel came into his own today by a perform- 
ance that umiuestionably stamps him as the star 
of the older division racing in this country. He 
contested with some of the fastest in these parts in 
the Hudson Handicap at a mile and three-sixteenths, 
carrieil 130 pounds, conceding to the others much 
weight, and won in brilliant style under a ]ier- 
fectly Judged ride on the part of Loftus. 

Because of his absence from racing for a long 
time and a supposed dislike for soft going, such 
as was raced over this afternoon, Cniigel was some, 
wliat neglected by good Judges in favor qf V’ulor, 
Orestes and Beaverkill. but this trio, when it came 
to the actual racing, were found badly wanting, and 
the (Commander J. K. L. Ross crack had little diffi- 
culty disposing of their pretentions. But it was 
otherwise with Spur, for that good horse put up a 
stubborn battle, and it was only in the last fifty 
yards that he succumbed, and this not because of 
tack of gnmeness on his part, but due to the part 
of his rider and his swerving at a critical perlwl. 
Never before has I.«ftus’ masterly skill been so out- 
standing as in the case of his ride to<lay on Cudgel. 
He permitte<l tliat racer to maintain his own stead- 
fast pac-e in the early racing, and when the leaders 
drew out he did not become flustered, but continued 
holding Cudgel under control, and the horse of ids 
own accord gained steadily, and Just before tlic 
stretch turn was reached he was in close pursuit 
of Valor and Spur, Valor cracked when an eightli 
out, and Spur at this stage seemed the winner, but 
suddenly Cudgel loomed large, and under the coax- 
ing tactics of Loftus, coupled with a whirlwind 
drive right at the end. Cudgel passed tlie Butler 
representative to win in gallant fashion by a half 
length. Horse and rider were accorded a well- 
merited ovation on their return to tlie scales. 

Aside from the pleasure of winning the splendid 
victory achieved. Commander Ross and trainer Be«l- 
well were additionally Jubilant over the fact that 
Cudgel is back' in his top form and will again 
resume his place at the top of the handicap divi- 
sion. 

Improved weather and a well arranged racing of- 
fering served the incentive to bringing out tlie full 
racing strength here, supplemented by newcomers 
from New York, who came to spend the week-end. 
The track was a trifle slow, if anything more suited 
to mud runners, but it dried out steadily ns the 
afternoon progressed. 

STEEPLECHASE PROVES FARCICAL. 

The steeplechase, which held out considerable 
promise, proved farcical, for Crest Hill came home 
practically unattended to win as his rider pleased 
from Rhomb and minutes later King Fortune, which 
had fallen at the thirteenth Jump, was given thinl 
place as a result of having resumed wliere he 
fell and completed the course. The dull showing 
of Northwood, culminating In his refusal at the 
thirteenth hedge, o<-casioned adverse comment and 
also in speedy action on the part of the stewards, 
wlio sent to secretary Rehberger the following no- 
tice: -‘‘Refuse for the remainder of the meeting 
the entry of all horses in steeplechases trained or 
controlled by Silas Veltch.” It is uiiderstuod that 
the case will also be referred by the stewards here 
to the stewards of the National Steeplchase and 
Hunt .\ssociatinn. 

Tile colors of J. K. L. Ross were successful in 
carrying off a double during the afternoon, his 
Queen of tiie Sea scoring in game style in the 
sei-otui race to win by a head from Tailor Maid after 
a hard stretch drive. Bandynio came in for a gissl 
deal of attention from the Kentucky delegation 
here, hut after flattering briefly by staying in 
the lead she quit badly and brought up in the rear. 
Commander Ross outbid Sam I.s>ui8 in the claiming 
tilt to secure Queen of the Sea and the mare went 
liack to her stable for $2..'>25. 

Jockey Ixiftus again came into the limelight in 
the final race when he piloted to victory G. D. 
Widener’s End Man, practically a beaten horse, 
and won from Star Court. The latter seemingly was 
liest and at one time had an immense lead, but his 
rider n'ftised to give him a breathing siiell in the 
stretch, witli the result that he was not able to 
cojie with the oncoming EmI Man that Loftus had 
saved for Just the emergency that came. 

Backers of Kalliiiolis were not overly enthnsed 
by the ride that Fairbrother gave that filly in the 
initial race, for she seemingly was best and was 
beaten in the last few strides mginly because of 
Fairbrotlier’s action in coming wide into the stretcli. 
At that the winner. Shoot On, showed a surprisingl.v 
game performance in addition to the most speed in

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TWO RICH STAKE RACES 

OF EXTENDED HISTORY WHICH WILL FEATURE THE 
RACING AT SARATOGA THIS AFTERNOON 



Two valuabls stake races are set for decision at Saratoga today, the Spinaway, for two- 
year-old fillies, and the Travers Stakes, for three-year-olds. In the year 1880 “Prince George” 
Lorillard introduced a beautiful chestnut filly named Spinaway to New York racegoers. She 
was a daughter of Leamington and the Eclipse mare Megara. She was then a two-year-old, and 
made a great impression on account of her speed. She won seven of her nine races, all stake 
races. She was twice beaten by the tremendcusly fast Bonnie Scotland colt Barrett, but 
beat him in her turn. It was in honor of this splendid filly of nearly forty years back that 
today’s race was named. Appropriately the race has been contested by great fillies, such fa- 
mous names as those of Miss Woodford, Mission Belle, Los Angeles, Daisy F., Sallie Mc- 
Clelland, Tanya, Ma.«kette, Ocean Bound and Bashti adorning its record of winners. The 
history of the race is:

The Travers -Stakes was named after a noted wit, capitalist, turfman and fine gentle- 
man of long ago, William R. Travers. Having first been run in 1864, it is the longest estab- 
lishetl race for three-year-olds of this country. Originally a dash of a mile and three-quarters, 
it was run at that distance down to 1898, when it was made a mile and a half race. After- 
ward several other changes were made in its distance until in 1903, when it was fixed at a 
mile and a quarter, at which it has since remained. During the Walbaum guidance of Sara- 
toga affairs it came near disappearing from the racing map, not being run in 1896, 1898, 1899 
and 1900, but when the present administration rescued the track from its downward course 
the Travers was promptly resurrected and has been fostered into its present prominence as 
the principal Saratoga race for three-year-olds. At its longest distance it was annually con- 
tested by the best three-year-olds in the land, and fell to such splendid colts as Kentucky, 
Glenelg, Kingfisher, Harry Bassett, Joe Daniels, Tom Bowling, Duke of Magenta, Falsetto, 
Hindoo, Barnes, Bersan, Inspector B. and Sir Dixon, while such fillies as Maiden, Ruthless, 
Banshee and Sultana carried off its honors in their years. Later famed winners more famil- 
iar to the present ^neration of racegoers included Henry of Navarre, Blues, Hermis, 
Broomstick, Frank Gill, Dalmatian, Roamer, Omar Khayyam and Sun Briar. Its guaranteed 
value last year, when Sun Briar defeated Johren by a head in a thrilling finish, was $10,000. 
This year it is of the increased value of $12,500, and its condensed history is as follows:

If Mcelick’s stud life Iiad been siiont in the 
vicinity of Lexington, where he could have iiad 
access to the aristocratic brood marcs of tlie blue 
grass, instead of in comparative obscurity in Texas, 
it is quite within tlie bounds of probability tliat lie 
might be one of the most note<l sires of tlie time.

Major Astor's Snnstar Colt the Most Popular 
Horse in England. 

Tlie English Sandown Eclipse Stakes, now of 
$25,000, but formerly one of the “ten tliousand 
pounders,” is to be restored to its old value of 
$50,000 next year. This year’s race was won by 
Majw William Aster’s colt Buchan, by Snnstar — 
Hamoaze, which is just now the most popular and 
consistent horse in English racing. This year’s 
field lucked the quality of previous years, and there 
was not a classic winner among the seven runners, 
a remarkable falling off as compared with the years 
when Ayrshire, Isinglass, St. Frusquin. Persimmon, 
Flying Fox, Diamond Jubilee, -\rd Patrick, Tour 
Majesty, Bayardo, Lemberg, Neil Gow, Swynford, 
Prince Palatine and Tracery bore away the spoils. 

Of the race Vigilant in the Siiortsman writes: 
“Buchan, it must be admitted, came close to suc- 
cess in tlie Two 'Thousand and Derby, and standing 
out prominently among the best ^of the year lie also 
looked such a picture in the paddock that odds of 
7 to 2 had to be laid on him. With the exception 
of Old Gold, all the runners were three-year-olds, 
and the “old one” finished last. Cygn».«, which 
looked as bright as a star and went well in the 
preliminary canter, had more friends than Milton 
or Splendid Spur, and extravagant odds were on offer 
against the otliers. Tliere was no delay at the post, 
and after a good start Gay Lord settled down in 
front of Old Gold and Buchan, with Splendid Spur 
whipping in for about half the journey, when the 
favorite took second place and Old Gold beat a 
retreat. Soon after turning into the straight Buchan 
joined the leader, and Cygnus on the outside took 
third place. Below the distance Gay Lord was 
done with, and Buchan came, followed by Cygnus, 
and won handsomely by a length and a half. Thus 
two sons of Suiistar won first and second, with 
Splendid Spur thin], just in front of Gay Ixird, and 
Old Gold last. Buchan has eiigagemenls lietween 
now and Doncaster, but it is not likely that he will 
run again before the St. I>>ger, in wliicli lie will 
again be ridden by Childs.”

Democratic leaders in _tlie Senate wore informed to- 
day by lenders of the Republican group of reserva- 
tion advocates. Republicans favoring reservations 
said a poll disclosetl that upward of thirty senators 
of their party would support reservations along the 
general lines laid down by the seven Republicans 
If the treaty could be brought promptly out of 
committee and ratified. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 13.— Changes In the 
nation’s immigration policy, especially as It affects 
Japan, Cliina and the far east, were proposed In a 
bill introduced by Senator Dillingham (Rep.) of 
Vermont. Under the mitasure the number of aliens 
of any nationality who might be admitted to the 
country tinniiall.v would be limited to five per cent 
of the number of such nationality already here. The 
restriction, however, would not apply to immigrants 
wlio were natives of countries in the western hemi- 
spliere. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 13.— The Carranza 
government -will not be permitted to imiiort furtlier 
arms and munitions from the United States for the 
present at least. This became known today follow- 
ing the publication of the exchange of notes between 
tlie United States and Mexico, in which the Ameri- 
can government threatened a change of policy unless 
Americans in Mexico were adequately protected. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 15. — President 
Wilson today vetoed the bill repealing the daylight 
saving law. The Presideut said he returned 41IC 
bill without his approval with “the utmost reluc- 
tance’’ because he realized “the very considerable, 
and in some n*spcct very serious Inconveniences to 
which tlie daylight saving law subjects the farmers 
of tlie country.” 

IJINDONDERRT, Ireland. August 15.— Troops 
manned tlie walls of Ijondondcrry today for the first 
time since the historic siege of the city In 1689, 
as part of the military effort to prevent tlie na- 
tionalist and Sinn Fein “lady day” demonstration 
and procession set for twlay. Tlie demonstnition 
lias been forbidden by tlie British commander, 
Gen. Hacket-Pain. 

WASHINGTON, I). C., August 13.— An epidemic 
of cholera has broken out at Harbin, Mancliitria, 
aeeording to dispatehes today to tlie state depart- 
ment. It was estimated that lietween 1.30 and 200 
deaths had resulted, mostly among tlic Chinese. 
Tlie American Red Cross is assisting the local au- 
thorities. 

COLUMBUS, O., August 15. — B'orty warrants 
cliarging Oiiio fiaxl dealers with food hoarding and 
profiteering were issued by tlie State of Oliio today 
and arrests will be made immediately, according to 
Gov. James M. Cox and Attorney General John 
Price. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 13.— Investigation 
of the coal situation b.v the Senate interstate com- 
merce committee was autliorized today by the Sen- 
ate. Witliout objection or debate, a resolution by 
Seuator Frelingbuysen (Rep., N. J.), was adopted. 

CHICAGO, 111., August 13. — Raids on local sugar 
hoards were forecast totlay by Assistant District 
.\ttorney R. A. Milroy, as reports from Investiga- 
tors continued to indicate widespread profiteering 
activities on the Chicago market
